Search for Finger Prints and 
New Wounds Is Reported 
Reason—Inquest Resumed 
Thursday — Strange Man 
Sought. 


Mary Phagan’s body will be exhumed 
today for the second time  Bertillion 
and medical experts will make exam- 
inations for finger prints and wounds 
which may have been overlooked be-

will be in charge. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock is the 
scheduled time. The coroner and Dr. 
Harris and others of their staffs will 
leave at daybreak this morning in au- 
tomobiles. They are expected to return 
about noon. The examination will be 
at the grave side.

It also is rumored that a Bertillion 
expert, summoned by authorities, ar- 
rived in Atlanta last night, and will 
inspect the body for finger prints. In 
case such evidence is revealed, photo- 
graphs will ‘tbe made and placed in 
hands of the solicitor general. 

The examination for wounds will be 
made by Dr. Harris. When he was 
asked if his analysis of the dead girl's 
stomach had been finished, he said: 

Examination Not Complete. 

“The examination has not been com- 
pleted. It is well under way, however, 
and within a few days, I will be pre- 
pared to submit the result before the 
coroner's jury.” 

He was asked if he could determine 
at this stage of the examination 
whether or not there were traces of 
drugs or dope. : 

He answered: “I am not prepared to 
talk on that subject. I will be unable 
to make a statement until I am called 
before the coroner’s inquest.” 

The body was first exhumed last 
Sunday night under supervision of Dr. 
Harris, Coroner Donehoo and County 
Physician John W. Hurt. The stomach 
was removed and placed in the labora- 
tory of Dr. Harris, who is analyzing it 
for traces of drugs or poison. 

It came as a ¢3urprise. It was not 
made known until 2:50 o'clock Monday 
afternoon, when the coroner and Dr. 
Hurt appeared at the inquest held at 
police headquarters. It was intended 
to keep the second exhumation a gse- 
credit, in accordance with planls of the 
solicitor.

I did mee them 
at the door with an open knife, and, 
before I knew who they were, I did 
Say that if I had had a gun they 
wouldn’t have come into my room. I 
meant it, too. 

“Here is my record. I left home in 
1908 and went to work for the Mor- 
row Transfer and Storage company 
in Atlanta, which is located on East 
Alabama street, in the capacity of 
stenographer and shipping clerk. J] 
left this company’s einploy 
and shortly afterwards obtained em- 
ployment with the Southern railroad 
as car clerk. I left this company in 
June, 1912, and then went to the 
Rock Island railroad, “at Eldorado, 
Ark., as a master car builder’s clerk. 

“T worked there until February 15, 
1913, and then went to Tyler, Texas, 
where I was private stenographer to 
H. D. Earl, division superintendent 
of the Cotton Belt railroad. 

“I left the employ of Mr. Earl April 
28, and went to Chinero, Texas, where 
I visited my uncle, Dr. E. M. Smith. 
I left there last Saturday and went 
to wufkin, and arrived in Housioi 
Sunday night. You know where I 
have been since that night.”

From Bowen's trunk the police ob- 
tained a woman’s vest, which they 
said was blood-staised, copief of At- 
lanta newspapers and a photograph, 
which they declared that of the 
murdered girl, Mary Phagan. This 
identification was made today by 
comparing the photograph with At- 
lanta papers. The police also found 
a packet of letters which they exam- 
ined.

Popular With Young Women. 

“He was quite a ladies’ man, and 
seemed to be quite popular with the 
girls. But he was always gentlemanly 
in his deportinent, and I am sure that 
any girk that had known him would 
so declare 

“I knew him@in Newnan, Ga., be- 
fore I came here. He lived with his 
people there. He has a father, two 
brothers and a sister. I know them 
all, and there are no better people in 
Georgia. 

“He was one of the first people that 
I knew, that I saw, when I came to 
Atlanta. He took me to a boarding 
house at 131 Capitol avenue, where he 
used to stay. His reputation there was 
good, too. 

Went to Station With Bowen. 

“He left here late last summer—June 
or July, probably. I remember walk- 
ing to the station with him. He went 
to El Dorado, Ark.; I saw his trans- 
portation. 

“We have corresponded pretty regu- 
larly since then, and it was only about 
three weeks ago that I received a 
letter from him from a little town 
in Arkansas, just south of El] Dorado. 
He said’ in it that he was either going 
north or to the Pacific coast.”

Cries of “Of course

The premier strongly denied that 
parliament had been neglectful of the 
interests of women, and said he saw 
no evidence that British women as a 
whole wanted the vote. 

Sir Edward Grey for Bill. 

Sir Edward Grey, secretary of for- 
eign affairs, supported the bill. He 
said there was ample evidence that a 
very large section of the women of the 
country had shown by constitutional] 
means that they favored the en- 
franchisement of their sex. Militaney, 
he characterized as “the inconsiderate 
and criminal conduct of a small bodv 
of representative individuals with 
whose outrages the law had dealt and 
ought to deal severely.” 

Nobody, he said, had greater reason 
to deplore the methods of the militant 
suffragists than those who desired 
the enfranchisement of women, but he 
argued that their outrages should not 
influence the decision of the house. 

Many admitted women were fitted 
to dea] with social and industrial mat- 
ters of legislation which vitally af- 
fected their interests, but were not 
fitted to deal with questions of for- 
eign policy, he said. He contended 
that the demonstrated attitude of 
women in dealing with abstruse eco- 
nomics questions involved in social and 
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industrial legislation proved they were 
possessed of sufficient intelligence to 
pass judgment on questions of foreign 
policy which were far less compli- 
cated and seldom an issue at the gen- 
eral elections, 

Lord Robert Cecil, advocating. the 
bill, contended that to vote against it 
because of militant outrages would ve 
utterly illogical and unworthy the 
high standard of intelligence claimed 
by members of the house. 

“Disgrace to Country.” 

The Right Hon. Walter Hume Long 
in opposing the measure first con- 
gratulated the prime minister on the 
ability and calm dignity displayed in 
his speech despite the treatment he 
had received at the hands of the suf- 
fragettes, which, he took occasion to 
say, “is a disgrace to the country.” 
He urged that the passage of the Dill 
would not stop militant tactics, but 
would only lead to fiercer agitation 
for a larger measure of enfranchise- 
ment, 

The Right Hon. Frederick E. Smith 
said supporters of the bill repudiate 
the militants when it suited them, but 
would use them as long as it paid to 
do so. It was not until 1906 when 
militancy began that a single member 
of the house took the movement seri- 
ously. The great bulk of the women, 
he maintained, were indifferent to the 
franchise. The country had never 
been consulted on the question, Under 
such circumstances therefore for the 
unionists to vote for the bill would 
be grossly inconsistent with their op- 
position to home rule, on the ground 
that the electorate had given no man- 
date for it. 

A motion to réject the bill was car- 
ried 266 to 219. 


FOR A PERPETUATION 
OF CENTURY OF PEACE 


Conference Planning .to Make 
War Impossible Among the 
Speaking Nations. 


English- 


New York, May 6.—Before taking up 
today discussion of the plans for cele- 
brating one hundred years of peace 
among English-speaking nations, the 
international conference in session here 
to arrange the program, tentatively 
decided to adopt a statement of pur- 
poses that will make for a perpetua- 
tion of this peace. The celebration, 
it was stated, was of secondary im- 
portance to the consideration of fu- 
ture peace between the two. nations 
as object lesson to other countries 
now at war or preparing to engage 
to settle differences by force of arms. 
In this connection, it was announced 
tonight that at the banquet in honor 
of the visiting delegates on Friday 
night Secretary of State Bryan would 
be present and ts expected to make 
an important announcement. 

A celebration plan considered was 
the erection of international peace 
monuments by Great Britain and the 
United States, possibly of identical 
design, the cost to be defrayed either 
from public funds or through private 
subscriptions. With the monument 
plan as a basis other suggestions 
were that the cornerstones be laid on 
a chosen day by the King: of England, 
the president of the United States and 
by their representatives ‘‘beyond tne 
seas” that other nations and all for- 
eign governments be invited to send 
delegates to attend these ceremonies; 
that on the day the cornerstones are 
laid there be a cessation of work for 
five minuts through th two countries 
and their colonies and that the occa- 
sion be observed by special exercises 
in the schools. 

It was further 
ting way to promote the 
tual respect and good 
Great Britain and the United States 
and their colonies would be through 
the endowment in colleges and univer- 
sities of chairs of British-American 
history with especial reference to the 
peaceful progress and relations of the 
two countries. This plan, it was sug- 
gested, could based upon the prin- 
ciple of interchanging professors. It 
was urged that under the same head 
should be considered the endowment 
of traveling scholarships to enable 
journalists and writers to visit Eng- 
lish-speaking countries, and the 
awarding of prizes for essays’ by 
school students on subjects of peace 
and the abolition of war among civil- 
ized people, The schools, the delegates 
agreed, should be urged to  tInelude 
courses of history covering the period 
of 100 years of peace and to hold peace 
day celebrations every year. 

Duriig the celebration pertod 
years hence the delegates agreed to 
urge that one day be set aside for 
universal religious services of thanks- 
giving; that it would be desirable to 
strike off an international commemor- 
ative medal, and to adopt a universal 
table to be placed in public buildings 
and affixed to the international peace 
monuments. 

Charles A. McGrath. 
Canadian delegation, said that in the 
executive session the delegates decid- 
ed to postpone definite action on the 
proposals to recommend the erection of 
prmanent peace monuments on the 
frontiers and the proposed celebration 
at Chent. Captain McGrath said that 
while suggestions made today were 
tentative, all of them would be econ- 
sidered very seriously, and he felt as- 
sured that the program would be ar- 
ranged with, them as the basis. 

The delegates were the guests today 
at luncheon of Henry Clews, a mem- 
ber of the conference for this country, 
at which Mr.Clewsand Lord Weardale 
were the principal speakers. Tonight 
they were the guests at dinner of Cor- 
nellug Vanderbilt. The executive ses- 
sion of the conference will be econ- 
tinued tomorrow.

Strassburg, Germany, May 6.—The 
chamber of deputies unanimously 
adopted a resolution today requesting 
Count Von Wedel to instruct -+the 
Alsace-Loraine delegates to the Bun- 
desrath to take a decided stand against 
the idea of war between France and 
Germany. The delegates will be fur- 
t.uer instructed to urge the Bundes- 
rath to seek ways and means for a 
reapproachment between France and 
Germany, with the object of checking 
the rivalry in armaments among the 
Kuropean nations.

ELECT INFANT CLA 
WILL NOT BE CHANGED 


Presbyterians of the South Re- 
fuse to Amend Confession 
of Faith. 


Louisville, Ky., May 6.—For the sec- 
ond time the proposed amendment to 
the confession of faith in connection 
with the much discussed “elect infant” 
clause, has failed to receive the nec- 
essary three-fourths vote of the Pres- 
byteries of the Southern Presbyterian 
church. Although defeated on a for- 
mer occasion, the general assembly last 
year again submitted to the Presby- 
teries the matter of changing the lan- 
guage of the confession of faith. 

It has been charged that the lan- 
guage of the confession as it now reads, 
“elect infants dying in infancy, etc,’ 
can be construed as declaring that 
some infants are elect and some are not 
elect. Those who favor the change 
argue that the church believes all chil- 
dren dying in infancy are saved, and 
that the confession of faith should be 
revived so as clearly to convey this 
idea. 

They had hoped to receive the neces- 
sary three-fourth vote and see the 
change formally passed when the as- 
sembly meets this month in Atlanta. 
Returns received up to tonight by the

have -voted against the proposed 
change, thus insuring its defeat.

GUGGENHEIM BLOCKED 
ALASKA LEGISLATION 


6.—Gifford Pinchot 
charged before the senate territories 
committee today that private interests 
had held up legislation to open Alas- 
Kan coal] fields under a leasing system 
and named former eSnator Guggen- 
heim of Colorado, as one of the men 
who had exerted his influence to pre- 
vent such legislation. He told the 
committee that he could get the names 
of other men in and out of congress 
who were in opposition to the leasing 
system. 

Mr. Pinchot had been called to give 
his opinion of the bill for government 
aid in construction of Alaskan rail- 
roads. He was asked why, in his opin- 
ion, legislation to develop the Alaskan 
coal fields had taken so many years 
to get through congress. 

‘Do you mean that members of con- 
gress have been influenced by private 
interests against such legislation?’ 
asked eSnator Lippitt. 

“TIT mean what you all know, that 
private interests have great influence 
in congress,” returned Mr. Pinchot. 

“There was strong opposition from 
Senator Guggenhim to passage of the 
leasing bill. There were others. I 
can get the names if you want them.” 

The former forester declared that tn 
his judgment the government should 
operate railroads in Alaska. He be-

lieved in the leasing system for mines.’ 


He added that if the government had 
retained possession of the coal] fields 
of Pennsylvania, there never would 
have been “political corruption” as he 
said existed in that state. 

Mr. Pinchot advocated the retention 
in government possession of all “fac- 
tors of power,” coal, oil and water 
power. 

“Powers,” he said, “is the greatest 
tool of civilization. The curtailment 
of sources of power is the main rea- 
son for the high cost of living.”

MYSTERIOUS MRS. ELLIS 
S FOUND BESIDE TRACK 


Woman Who Jumped or Fell 
From Train Near Cordele 


Refuses to Tell Residence. 


Cordele, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)— 
That Mrs. W. K. Ellis, who is now con- 
fined to the Cordele sanitarium, in a 
serious condition, jumped from a win- 
dow of the sleeper of an Atlanta, Bir- 
mignham and Atlantic east bound train 
at Ross, near Cordele, early this 
morning while the train was running 
at not less than twenty miles an hour, 
is the best conclusion that can be 
reached by parties investigating the 
accident or attempted suicide. 

There are several mysterious con- 
nections with the affair that make it 
appear probable that she attempted to 
end her life by jumping from the train. 
Mrs. Ellis, as she gave her name to 
physicians attending her, is very rett{- 
cent, refusing to divulge the place of 
her residence and some details in con- 
nection with the accident or attempted 
suicide. She is about 35 years of age 
and handsome. 

A telephone message early this morn- 
ing called physicians to the home sia 
Evgene Youngblood, at Ross, Mr. 
Youngblicod stating that a woman had 
fallen from the train and was seriously | 
injured. Upon reaching there the 


| physicians found that’Mrs. Ellis was 
-hadly scratched and bruised, though no 


bones were broken, and there is no 
evidence of internal injuries. a 

According to her statement, she be- 
came sick during the night and arose 
from her berth and dressed about 4 
o'clock. She went on the rear platform 
to get some fresh air and ‘presumes 
that she fainted, regaining conscious- 
ness Iving beside the track. She man- 
aged to make her way to a nearby ne- 
gro house and woke the occuvants, one 
of them going for Mr. Youngblood, who 
took the injured woman to his home. 
She was brought to the Sanitarium 
several hours later. 

The eonductor and porter on the 
Sleeper declared that both doors were 
securely locked between Montezuma 
and Cordele, and they have no kKnowl- 
edge of a woman leaving her berth at 
such an early hour. It is alleged that 


'when first questioned about her home 


and relatives Mrs. Ellis said that she 
was a widow. However, it develotied 
from the statement of the condu:tor 
that she occupied a double berth and 
two tickets were sold for it from At- 
lanta to Waycross, the other passenger 
being a man. When confronted with 
this statement it is said she declared 
the man was her husband. 

The man in the case, it is under- 
stood,’ left the train at Abba and 
walked to Fitzgerald. a distance § of 
several miles, evidently having some 
knowledge of the accident to the wom- 
an or her attempted suicide.

The Income Tax Feature. 

Representative Hull, of Tennessee, 
chief draftsman of the income tax 
feature of the tariff bill, prepared to- 
night to resist a campaign by the mi- 
nority to amend the dettails of the 
proposed law. He expected a_ hard 
ficht on behalf of the mutual fire in- 
surance companies, which would be 
taxed 1 per cent under the measure. 
Provisions affecting insurance com- 
panies were taken almost verbatim 
from the corporation tax law already 
in effect, but to avoid any possible 
question, committee amendments were 
prepared tonight to eliminate even 
the slightest variation from the ex- 
isting law, 

Regular of the income tax 
provision for amendment was com- 
pleted in short order. Perfecting 
amendments offered by the ways and 
means committee and adopted in- 
cluded a provision exempting returned 
investments in insurance ahd aclause 
changing the terms regarding mutual 
fire insurance companies so as.to al- 
low them to deduct from their gross 
the amount required under 
laws to be placed in their 
funds: Another amendment 
changed the language of the _ provis- 
ion imposing a tax of 1 per cent on 
the net profits of insurance companies 
eo as to make the bill conform literal- 
lv to the present corporation tax law. 

Republicans attempted by numerous 
amendments to alter the income tax 
ates, but without avail. The progres- 
sives also offered several amendments. 
Progressive Leader Murdock proposed 
a 6 per cent tax on all incomes over 
$100,000, and Representative Kelley, of 
‘Pennsylvania, urged an 8 per cent tax 
on such incomes. Representative Kel- 
announced his intention of voting 
for the entire democratic bill, declar- 
ing he believed it was a step in the 
right direction. Other progressives in- 
dorsed the income tax feature. 
Representative Gillett, of Massachu- 
sets, offered an amendment providing 
for a tax of 1 per cent on incomes be- 
tween $1,900 and $4,000 a vear.

FOUND GUILTY 


Four Police Inspectors of New 


acy to Prevent Disclosures 
Regarding Graft. 


New York, May 6.—James P. Thomp- 
son, James E. Hussey, John J. Murtha 
and Dennis Sweeney, the four demoted 
police inspectors, charged with a con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice, were con- 
victed by a jury in the supreme court 
shortly after 8 o'clock tonight. 

Only 38 minutes were taken by the 
jurors to reach their verdict that the 
defendants were guilty of a misde- 
meanor in plotting to keep a pros- 
peactive witness against the “system” 
from making graft disclosures before 
the grand jury. 

The accused officials stood outward- 
ly unmoved as they heard the ver- 
dict. The crowd in the courtroom 
caused a disturbance, shuffling chairs 
and feet until attendants checked the 
disorder. The prisoners gave their 
pedigrees and after being remanded 
for sentence Friday were returned to 
their cells. Counsel annoynced that 
a certificate of reasonable ubt will 
be sought, which would give e pris- 
oners,a chance to go free on bail pend- 
ing efforts to obtain a new trial. 

Only One Ballot Needed. 

The penalty for obstruction of jus- 
tice is one year in jail or a fine of 
$500 or both. It was reported that the 
jury required only one ballot to reach 
its decision. 

An attorney for the defense declared 
the verdict was ‘‘a shock” and the 
‘briefness ‘of the jury’s deliberations a 
“surprise.” Another of the prisoners’ 
awyers said no other verdict was 
expected. “The atmosphere of the city 
of New York is surcharged at the 
present time with a determination to 
convict,” he said. 

The conviction of Thompson, Hussey, 
Murtha and Sweeney is regarded by 
Mr. Whitman as the most important 
yet won in connection with his expose 
of the police “system” that was shown 
to link law enforcers with the city’s 
underworld, when Becker, the police 
lieutenant, hired the four gunmen to 
murder Herman Rosenthal, the gam- 
bler, last summer. 

The men were on trial seven court 
days. District Attorney Whitman and 
assistants produced evidence to show 
that the four plotted to buy the si- 
lence of George. A. Shipp, a resort 
keeper, through bribing him to flee 
the state last December, after he had 
told the aldermanic committees that 
was investigating the police depart- 
ment that for years he had made 
monthly payments to the police for 
protection for his resort. 

Before Mr. Whitman had a chance 
to get Shipp to repeat this testimony 
before the grand jury the hotel man 
left the city.

Judging only by the 
blaring utterances of the muckraker, and 
having no facilities for ascertaining the 
truth of details, what sort of opinion would 
the average foreigner carry away from this 
country? He would think that our people 
were perfidious, degraded; our officials and 
statesmen corrupt; our society steadily s0- 
ing to the devil. 

Why this warped and wholly unjustified 
public attitude? Because the muckraker has 
oampered our intellectual palates until they 
can distinguish only the morbid; he has 
cajoled people. not into viewing things as 
they are, but into viewing them _ only 
through his diseased vision and his smoked 
glasses. What is the result? Whatever 
good transpires is dismissed with a few 
newspaper lines and in a few days is for- 
gotten. Right of way is given the doings of 
the evil. Virtue as it appears in the world- 
vice, in the space and 
emphasis given it, is glorified. 

Week before last constituted a 
epoch in the presence here of crand opera. 
The events of those seven days would haye 
filled columns with gripping human interest 
items. The papers of the country gave the 
week itself a small paragraph and let it 2».

tory. But the muckraker won't admit it! 
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A SPUR TO DEMOCRACY. 

The sane and independent Springfield 
Republican warns the country that there 
will be no adequate. opposition to the demo- 
cratic party until the republicans find the 
Roosevelt “progressives” reach an under- 
standing. [t also remarks, significantly, 
that indications of this understanding are 
already in evidence, especially in the west 
where the first insurrection against the 
republican party came into existence. 

These comments are almost- identical 
with those passed by The Constitution after 
the democratic tidal wave of last November. 
At that time we bade the democratic hosts 
beware of overconfidence, pointing out that 
had “progressive” and republican contin- 
gents united the democracy would probably 
have lost the last national campaign. We 
also contended that opposition to the party 
was not dead nor sleeping and that sooner 
‘or later it would manifest itself in ageres- 
sive form. Our guess, then, was that the 
bull moose wing would capture the old 
stand-pat wing. Though little of a definite 
nature has happened since then, there is 
really little reason to alter the terms of 
this prophecy. 

In the long run, however, it makes no 
especial difference to the democracy 
whether the “progressives”’ swallow the re- 
publican stand-patters, or vice versa. The 
thing that counts is that through the 
length and breadth of the two opposing 
political organizations there run evidence 
of an approaching understanding. That un- 
derstanding has not yet reached the stage 
of an organization in either house or senate, 
though it would not be surprising to wit- 
ness the formation of such an understand- 
ing before the assembling of congress in 
December. 

Onee the two warring republican cliques 
have formed even a tentative alliance. the 
test is going to be squarely up to democra- 
cy. The party can and will be invulnerable 
against such a combination if in the, mean- 
time it fulfills all pledges, buries all dis- 
sensions and leaves no just ground for criti- 
cism. That is the main lesson from the 
signs of harmony in the enemy's camp.

Born in North Carolina. 

The new commissioner was born in Gran- 
ville county, North Carolina, February 21, 
1856, the same year President Wilson was 
born. His father was a prominent tobacco 
manufacturer, and he went to work in his 
father’s factory upon leaving school. When 
he reached the age of 21 he struck out for 
himself and opened a little tobacco factory 
at Durham, later forming a partnership with 
the Coopef-Blackwell company. 

In 1892 he went to Greensboro as head 
of the Keeley institute, but for a few vears 
continued in the tobacco business as a buyer, 
until the institute expandea and became so 
extensive it monopolized all his time. In this 
work he had a chance to study at first hand 
the terrible effect of overindulgence in 
liquor. 

“Do you believe that the internal revenue 
service, with its present force of employees 


‘in the field, can entirely stamp out the illicit 


distillation of whisky?” he was asked. 

“Yes. I believe it can be done, with the 
proper co-operation on the part of the honest 
whisky distillers. I remember about thirty 
years ago, at the time when a large amount 
of tobacco was being manufactured and sold 
in North Carolina without the payment of 
the governmtnt tax. A meeting of the 
tobacco manufacturers was held, in Raleigh. 
At that meeting every manufacturer pledged 
his word that he would not attempt to evade 
any payment of the government revenue tax, 
and, furthermore, pledged his word that he 
would inform the revenue officers of every 
instance of such evasion on the part of any 
other person. From that day the “block- 
ading’ of tobacco in North Carolina ceased, 
practically. The moral effe®t- on the com- 
munity was also marked. 

“Now, if the whisky manufacturers would 
get together,” continued Colonel Osborne, 
“and agree to extend every effort toclose up 
all the ‘blind tigers’ in the country, by in- 
forming the revenue officers of every 
instance of evasion of the revenue laws, all 
the ‘blockaders’ could be put out of business 
in twelve months. And then the legitimate 
distiller weuld rid himself of the competition 
with the more cheaply produced goods.”

At midday, in the summer of 1892, I shared 
in an informal luncheon with the late Ad- 
miral Melville and his warm personal friend, 
the late John Chamberlin, who was one time 
the proprietor of a hotel and restaurant at 
Wiushington, of which many of the leading 
politicians and members of congress and cab- 
inet officers were fond. It was at Mr. 
Chamberlin’s restaurant that Roscoe Conk- 
ling took his meals ,for several years, and 
there Chester A. Arthur, when vice president 
of the United States, boarded, although he 
roomed elsewhere than in Mr. Chamberlin's 
hotel. At the luncheon Adn:iral Melville 
asked Mr. Chamberlin if he ever allowed dis- 
tinguished public men to run up heavy bills. 

“Oh, replied Mr. Chamberlin,. “some 
of them were never paid. I was asked some 
years ago if I would take charge of the res- 
taurant in the house of representatives.

“T will tell you the reason if you are care- 
ful not to let it get to his ears.

“We hotel proprietors,’

‘There used to live at the old Arlington 
hotel, at Washington, a gentleman who at 
one time was very prominent in politics. He 
went to Washington to live, I think, about 
1875. He invested all he had in a piece of 
unimproved land 3 or 4 miles out from the 
treasury department building. Almost every- 
body ‘thought he was crazy to do that. 

“This investment made him land poor. I 
think he did not have a dollar income. The 
taxes on this property were unpaid, and 
there were Hens upon it. I once spoke to 
Roesselle, who was for many years the pro- 
prietor of the Arlington, about this man. 
There is a kind of freemasonry among the 
hotelkeepers, and we tell one another things 
in confidence. 

Roesselle said to me that he had kept this 
man as a guest of his house for some five or 
six years, and during all that time he had 
never paid any board. A very large bill had 
accumulated against him. 

“ ‘But,’ said Roesselle, this man is the 
soul of honor. He tells me that some day his 
property will change to riches because he 
will be able te sell his property at an enor- 
mous advance over what he paid on it. T 
have full confidence in him. Some day If 
shall get the full amount of my bill, with 
interest, and it will De a pretty large sum.’ 

“I think it was 4 or 5 vears later.” Mr. 
Chamberlin continued, “that Roesselle came 
into my place. He said that he wanted to 
remind me of a conversation he had with me 
about the guest he carried for so many years 
without the payment of a dollar on account. 

““Well,’ said Roesselle, ‘it has turned out 
exactly as I told you. The land boom has 
reached through and extended beyond his 
property. He has sold his land fora very large 
sum, which was paid in cash. The first 
thing he did after he received his money was 
to ask me to step into my private office with 
him. When I did so he asked me to make 
out my bill for all those years that he’had 
boarded with me, including interest. I had 
my bookkeeper make out the bill. While this 
was being done he said to me that he was at 
last a rich man, as he viewed riches. 

“*When the bill was handed to him he 
simply looked at the amount. It was well 
up in the thousands. Then he wrote a check 
for the entire amount and simply said: 
“Thank you, Roesselle.”’”’

Editor Constitution: A very small change 
in the blank forms that are sent out to 
county tax receivers woulda enable them to 
gather useful crop statistics at a mere trifle 
of cost in time or money. A few added col- 
umns with proper headings would be the 
only change necessary in the blanks. 

Our gin reports already furnish accurate 
knowledge of the number of bales of cotton 
produced. A column for the number of acres 
planted tv cotton would enable us to tell 
the vield per acre. Two additional columns 
would gather the same inrormation in re- 
gard to the corn crop—one for acreage and 
the other for total ’yield in bushels. 

Our federal census gathers this informa- 
tion in decennial periods, but it’ is four 
years old when we get it. Other leading 
crops, such as oats, wheat, hay, etc. could 
be included, if desired; but we certainly 
ought to Know what we are doing in the 
matter of corn, as well as eotton. 

Many ‘organizations and agencies are 
giving valued and helpful aid toward bring- 
ing about better methods and conditions on 
our farms. Definite knowledge as to what 
is being done on the farms would greatly 
aid in giving wise directron to all these 
forces.

Some important and interesting de- 
cisions were handed down by the cource 
of appeals yesterday morning. 

A case of more than usual interest 
was that of J. H. Felker v. the state. 
Mr. Felker, who has been a member 
of the legislature, gave a not for $100 
in payment of police’court fines for 
six negroes who had been caught 
gambling at Monroe, Ga. and were 
tried for disorderly conduct, with the 
understanding, it is said, that the state 
charge would not be vressed. Later 
the negroes were trie! for cambling 
in the state court. Mr.’ Felker, who 
wanted the negrors to work o1 his 
Place declined to pay the note, and 
sudzement was renilered against him 
and he appealed. The court of ap- 
peals held that the defendant could not 
decline to par not¢e,- ?.2ause the 
understanding the pr-secution 
was not The decision of 
the lIower sustained. 

Railroad is Responsible. 

A railroad is responsible if per- 
son is injured while walking in a 
switching vard of a railroad, common- 
ly used as a roadway without any 
specific objection from the company, 
is what the court virtually held in 
the case of James Binion v. the Cen- 
tral Railway of Georgia. The case 
came from Savannah. It was thrown 
out of court on a demurrer by the 
railroad, and the court of appeals held 
that this was an error, as Binion, who 
is a youth, had action for damages. 

It may be news to the people in 
the pine belt to know that turpentine 
and rosin or “gum,” as the court calls 
{t, is personal property and can be held 
in action for trover. The court of 
appeals so held in the case of D. S&S. 
Strickland 85 F.. Miller. Miller 
- brought a bill in trover for the re- 
covery of turpentine and rosin which 
Strickland was said to have taken from 
pine trees belonging to the plaintiff, 
in Brooks county, and won his case. 
Strickland appealed and has lost again. 

Jury is Not the Judge. 

It is not for a jury to pass upon the 
validity and reasonableness of a city 
law regulating the speed of autos, but 
a question of law for the court, so the 
court of civil appeals held In the case 
of the Columbus Railway company Vv. 
Waller. In that case the judge charged 
the jury to “weigh all the facts and 
say whether a city ordinance of Co- 
l-mbus fixing the auto speed limit 
was valid and reasonable.” This was 
held to be in error, and the judgment 
of the lower court was reversed. 

An interesting decision is that in the 
of Clarence Jackson vy. the state. 
is a minor and lives near 
Sparta. His father hired him out and 
when he refused to work was prose- 
cuted for violating the “labor law con- 
tract,” and convicted. He appealed, 
and the judgment of the lower court 
was reversed by the court of appeals, 
which held that no minor can be so 
convicted under such circumstances. 

If a person attaches a letter box to 
a telephone pcle and a live wire 
charges the box and gives such per- 
son a severe and dangerous shock, the 
company is liable. The court of ap- 
peals so held in the case of Mrs. Laura 
Cheshire v. the Atlanta Telephone and 
Telegraph company. Mrs. Cheshire was 
injured by a shock from a letter box 
in front of her home, between Atlanta 
and East Point. The company claimed 
that it was not liable for the accident, 
because the box was attached to one 
of its poles. Mrs. Cheshire was given 
a verdict for $2,700, and the judgment 
of the lower was affirmed.

The committee unanimously adopt- 
ed the British proposal to send cor 
gratulations to the Amateur Athletic 
union for the sportsmanlike manner 
in which the American organizatio.1 
had handled the case. All the dele- 
gates regret the Thorpe affair, but 
praise the Americans for thelr prompt- 
itude in making amends.

ANOTHER VICTIM ADDED 
TO NEGRO'S DEATH ROLL 


South Carolina Fugitive Report- 
ed Near Clyo, Ga., Where 
He Kills Another Man. 


Barnwell, S. C., May 6—A message 
from Clyo, Ga., to SLeriff Morris, re- 
ceived late this afternaon, stated that 
Richard Henry Austin, the Hampton 
county fugitive who has been hunted 
by possees numbering hundreds since 
last Wednesday, when he killed two 
white men and .mortally wounded a 
third, who has since died, has been 
located in the swamps near Clyo, where 
he has added another victim to his 
death list. 

The message came while Sheriff 
Morris was in Florence, S. C., where 
he was-advised a man answering Aus- 
tin’s description had been arrested. 
This suspected proved not to be Aus- 
tin. however. The report from Clyo 
was to the effect that a crowd was 
close on the heels of Austin, but that 
bloodhounds and reinforcements were 
urgently needed to effect his capture.
